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Council Tax frozen for second year running 



GOING UP IN THE WORLD: the changing face of Woolwich 


GREENWICH Council’s part of 
Council Tax bills - which pays for 
local services - is all set to be 
frozen for the second year 
running. 

The decision taken by the council’s 
cabinet last week will go to the full 
council meeting tomorrow (Wednesday) 
for their approval. Council leader Chris 
Roberts said: “If the proposal is approved, 
Greenwich will once again continue our 
record of rigorous and efficient 
management of our budgets. 

“This enables us to help Greenwich 
residents, in particular families, 
during these difficult financial times 
by freezing our part of the Council Tax 
for the second year in succession.” 

If this decision is ratified by full 
council, it will also mean the council's 
part of the Council Tax will have been 
held at the same level in Greenwich for

six of the last 12 years. Final Council 
Tax bills will be known once the Mayor 
of London has made a decision on the 
level of Council Tax he is seeking to 
levy to fund London-wide services such 
as transport, police and fire services. 

Greenwich has had London’s third 
lowest Council Tax increase over the 
last decade. Cllr Roberts said: “There 
was a time when Greenwich had the 
second highest Council Tax in London 
but now we’re pleased to be way down 
in that particular league table. 

“At the same time we have been able 
to invest in major services, such as 
recent town centre developments and 
children’s centres.”

A TRANSPORT study to look into 
the feasibility of bringing the 
Docklands Light Railway to Eltham 
and Kidbrooke has been agreed by 
Greenwich Council. 

The study has been greeted by local 
groups and businesses. Mike 
Findlay, a director of the Greenwich 
Enterprise Board, told GT: “To say 
I’m a staunch supporter would be an 
understatement. It would be a 
crucial development for Eltham. 
Transport links to the north of the 
borough is the key to improving 
business opportunities in the 
Eltham and Kidbrooke area. 

“I can think of nothing more 
important for the area than getting 
the DLR going there. We are all four- 
square behind the plan.” 

Ed Kidney, from the Electriq Cafe in 
Eltham High Street, told GT: “We’ve 
been here for 12 years and are 
always hoping for connections to 
Eltham to improve. The DLR would 
obviously be tremendous, 
absolutely fantastic. It would put us 
on the map as part of London, fully 
connected.” 

Deputy council leader Peter Brooks 
said: “There is investment taking 
place in Eltham that will improve 
the town’s prosperity and provide 
new opportunities for residents and 
businesses.

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Have YOUR say - register to vote 


MAKE sure you are 
registered to vote as soon 
as possible if you want to 
have your say in the local 
elections on May 6 and the 
forthcoming general 
election. You can print off 
a registration form from 
www.aboutmyvote.co.uk 
Although you cannot vote 
until you are 18, you can 
join the electoral register 
from the age of 16. 

Jenny Watson, who chairs 


the independent Electoral 
Commission, said: 
“Research after the last 
General Election estimates 
that about three and a half 
million people who were 
eligible to vote were not 
registered - and it seems 
the picture isn’t getting any 
better. If you’re not 
registered, you can’t vote - 
so take a few minutes now 
to make sure that you are 
able to have your say on 


election day. Many people 
assume they are 
automatically on the 
electoral register if they 
pay Council Tax or if they 
have voted before. This is 
not the case: you need to 
register every year. And if 
you have moved house, you 
need to re-register with 
your new address.” 

A General Election can be 
called at any time, with a 
minimum of 17 working 


days before polling 
day, potentially giving 
voters only a few days to 
register. Those who may 
not be able to vote at their 
local polling station for any 
reason can apply now for a 
postal vote or proxy vote 
(where someone you trust 
casts your vote for you).

Beat conmen with Scamnesty campaign

A NATIONWIDE campaign 
has been launched to help 
fight the problem of 
internet fraud. 

Scamnesty 2010 runs 
throughout the month of 
February to raise public 
awareness of the problem of 
online conmen and bogus 
online competitions. 

Almost half the UK 
population has been 
targeted by scams - which 
can include emails directing 
recipients to non-existent 
lotteries or headed 
correspondence apparently 
from reputable banks asking 
for account details. 

And every year, 3.2 million 
adults - one in 15 across the 



country - fall victim to a con. 

Deceptions also include 
unwelcome mailings and 
phone calls which are 
designed to cheat victims 
out of their cash. 

Unwitting consumers lose 
around £3.6 billion to scams 
every year, and last year’s 
Scamnesty campaign 

revealed the top five email 
scams were: 

• phony sweepstakes 


• bogus prize draws 

• fake clairvoyants/psychics 

• fraudulent foreign 
lotteries 

• miracle health cures. 
Residents are advised that 

any correspondence that 
seems too good to be true 
usually is, and are urged to 
“drop in to drop them in it”, 
with purpose-built 

Scamnesty bins that are 
located around the borough. 

Any scam mail that has 
been received can be 
dropped into the receptacles 
which are in most local 
libraries and Woolwich 
Town Hall, to help local 
authorities crack down on 
the problem. 

Cllr Maureen O’Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood 


services, told GT: “We fully 
support this initiative and 
want to make sure local 
residents do not fall victim 
to a scam. 

“I would urge people to get 
involved by dropping your 
scam mailing into your local 
Scamnesty bin. This will 
help provide crucial 
information to us and help 
inform future investigations 
which will prevent others 
from being scammed.”

offering modern services 
for local residents as well 
as serving as a natural 
hub and meeting point for 
the town centre.

Relative cities 


AS Greenwich Connecticut 
was named after Greenwich 
UK, I am surprised the two 
cities are not twinned or at 
least related. Upon 
investigation I discovered 
that Greenwich Connecticut 
already has sister cities in 
Europe, which are: Vienne, 
Isere, in south-eastern France 
and Kitzbtihel in the medieval 
city of Tyrol in Austria. 
Greenwich UK is twinned 
with three places, which are: 
Tema, Ghana; Reinickendorf 
in Berlin Germany; and 
Maribor, Slovenia. 

Other towns in Connecticut 
that have sister cities with 
their namesakes in England 
are: Coventry, Stratford and 
Hertford - and the other 
namesakes without sister 
cities are Bristol, Enfield and 
Greenwich. 

Other major American cities 
that have sister cities in 
England include: New York 
City with Greater London and 
Los Angeles with Manchester. 
‘Twin towns’ and ‘sister 
cities’ are terms used to 
describe the cooperative 
agreements between towns,

cities and even countries to 
promote cultural and 
commercial ties. In the 
United Kingdom the term 
‘twin towns’ is mostly used 
when referring to town- 
twinning between UK and 
Europe - and the term ‘sister 
city’ is used when a town or 
city in the UK is twinned 
with an American town or 
city. 

The earliest form of town 
twinning in Europe was 
between Paderborn in 
Germany with Le Mans in 
France - and the first 
recorded modern twinning 
agreement was in 1920 at the 


end of World War I. Town 
twinning continued to be 
popular after World War II as 
a way to bring European 
people together and promote 
cross-border projects for 
mutual benefit. An example 
of these positive post war 
relations is Coventry being 
twinned with Dresden as an 
act of peace and 
reconciliation after severe 
bombings during the war. 
However, formal twinning 
charters were not exchanged 
until 1986. Within Europe, 
town twinning is supported 
by the European Union. 

The American sister cities 
programme was initiated in 
1956 by President 
Eisenhower. Today this 
organisation has become a 
non-profit company that 
supports cultural 
understanding by way of 
stimulating private business 
and economic development. 
The background of how 
Greenwich Connecticut 
became sister cities with 
Vienne, France, is as follows: 
In 2006 the wife of the United 
States Ambassador to France 


and honourary members of 
the Alliance Francaise of 
Greenwich began 
proceedings to create a sister 
city relationship between 
Greenwich Connecticut and 
Vienne. The First Selectman 
of Greenwich and the Mayor 
of Vienne signed formal 
documents in March 2007 and 
re-affirmed the new 
relationship in October 2007. 
Both towns agreed to prepare 
cultural exchanges as the 
first part of their new 
relationship. The Greenwich 
Choral Society, which was 
founded in 1925 by a mere 30 
singers, accepted the 
opportunity of launching the 
first cultural exchange by 
performing in Paris, Lyon 
and Vienne as part of their 
Jazz festival in July 2008. 

I personally think that both 
Greenwichs would have 
much to offer by way of sister 
cities - not only due to their 
namesakes, but because of 
their similar cultural ways 
and outlook which I try to 
convey in my column. I serve 
this as food for thought to the 
powers that be!

THREE Greenwich schools 
have been praised by the 
government for improved 
exam results. 

Figures published by the 
Department for Children, 
Schools and Families, earlier 
this month, show GCSE 
improvement rates covering 
three years from 2006 to 2009. 

Among the schools receiving 
special mention are Sty 
Ursula’s Convent, Crown 
Woods and Kidbrooke School. 

GCSE results over the last 
three years at St Ursula’s 
Convent School are the 14th 
most improved nationwide 
while Kidbrooke and Crown 
Woods schools are among the 
20 most improved schools in 
London. 

This week each of the schools 
received a letter of 
congratulations from Schools 
Minister Diana Johnson who 
said: “Well done, and a huge 
thank you for the hard work 
and dedication of teachers, 
pupils and their parents. This 
is a team effort and shows 
what can be achieved with 
targeted support and 
dedication.” 

Across the borough 43.4 per 
cent of pupils achieved five A- 
C grades (including English 
and Maths) last year compared 
with 31.4 per cent in 2006 - 12 
percentage point increase. 

Cllr Jackie Smith, 
Greenwich’s cabinet member 
for children and young people, 
said: “Our investment in 
teachers and schools along 
with the hard work of teachers, 



pupils and parents have 
resulted in improved standards 
all round. 

“A11 schools are working hard 
and have played their role in 
improving the borough’s exam 
results but we still have a lot to 
do and we have set out clear 
measures to support our 
schools so they can achieve 
further.” 

Geraldine Scanlan, 

headteacher at St Ursula’s in 
Greenwich, told GT: “As well as 
the letter from the schools 
minister, we got a personal 
letter of congratulation from 
MP Nick Raynsford last week.” 

She added: “This school never 
gives up on its children. It’s 


hard going but we coax, cajole, 
harangue - do everything that 
their parents do! We get them 
through at the other end and 
they feel good.” 

Kidbrooke School has seen a 
21 per cent improvement in 
GCSE results from 2006 to 2009 
placing it 64th among the most 
improved schools. 

Kidbrooke’s headteacher 
Trisha Jaffe put their 
improvement down to 
“consistent hard work” and 
said: “It’s also down to 
focussing on teaching and 
learning, raising the 

aspirations of our youngsters 
and making sure that what 
happens in the classroom is 


engaging our students.” 

She added: “We will carry on 
with the hard work to make 
sure the students we are 
teaching now make similar 
progress.” 

Michael Murphy, headteacher 
of the 1500-pupil Crown Woods 
school in Riefield Road, 
Eltham, said: “The sustained 
improvement reflects a highly 
effective and carefully targeted 
Raising Attainment Plan and 
the hard work and dedication 
both of staff and students 
supported by their parents.”

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John Iredale, who joined the Kentish Independent in Woolwich as a junior reporter 
in September, 1947, writes from his home in Sidney, Australia, recalling many 
of the great characters from the dear old “K.I.” in Wellington Street... 



A FTER working for a few 
months as a copy boy at 
the long-departed Daily 
Graphic, I got a job as 
junior reporter at the K.I. in 
September, 1947, aged 18, and 
stayed till October, 1949. 

The paper was owned by George 
Wilberforce Neves, a no- 
nonsense, straight-as-a-die gent 
of the old school, who also 
owned a paper at Chatham. He 
was a great believer in the 
saying “Take care of the 
pennies and the pounds will 
take care of themselves”. 

There was one antique 
typewriter and one telephone in 
the reporters’ room (local calls 
only permitted). The number 
was WOO 0131. Almost all the 
copy was written by pencil or 
your own fountain pen. Ball- 
point pens didn’t exist. To get a 
new pencil you had to apply to 
old George personally. He kept 
the new pencils in his safe and 
would remember how long it 
was since you had the previous 
one. 

The office, once the front 
bedroom of a small house, was 
at 41 Wellington Street, 
opposite the town hall. It was 
very much a family company. 
His severe daughter, Rita, was a 
kind of office manager and 
nobody dared to mess with her. 
His son, Leslie, was the editor. I 
was never able to discover what 
his editorial experience was. He 
stayed in his room, with the 
door shut all day, and the only 
work he seemed to perform was 
to sub Court Shorts, where 
anything from serious assaults 
to riding a bicycle without 
lights was presented as a couple 
of inches of extremely small 
type, run on into one enormous 
paragraph. 

I suspect that his main function 
was to keep out of the paper any 
case involving an advertiser. I 
can’t recall a single occasion 
when he wrote a headline, 
briefed a reporter or suggested 
a story. The front page was all 
ads, set in single column, 
looking exactly like the 
previous week’s and the week 
before. 

When I arrived the reporters’ 
room accommodated four 


journalists. These were: 

• George Brooke-Rhodes, news 
editor and senior reporter, who 
covered Woolwich/Plumstead 
and subbed all copy except 
sport. George was about 29 and 
knew everyone of consequence 
in the area. He taught me the 
basics of the business and 
encouraged me at a fragile 
period in my career. Shortly 
after I moved on he left to work 
as a sub at the Manchester 
Evening News then back to 
London and The Star, one of 
London’s three afternoon 
papers. His wife, Babs, was 
godmother to one of my 
daughters. 

• Harold Deacon, sports editor 
and Bexley borough reporter, 


ancient to me (over 40), who had 
been a fireman during the war. 
He gave me a hard time, useful 
preparation for the years to 
come. 

• Charlie King, then the 
Eltham reporter and back-up to 
George. Charlie was 24 and a 
veteran of the Eighth Army in 
North Africa and Italy. He came 
from Biggin Hill in Kent, where 
generations of Kings had lived. 
He never once lost his 
composure or showed any sign 
of panic under stress. A kind 
mentor to me and great 
company in a pub when I could 
afford to buy a beer. My starting 
pay was two pounds 10 shillings 
a week - perhaps 50 pounds in 
today’s money. 


• Jimmy Green, 22, who had 
served in the Royal Navy 
during the war. Jimmy hogged 
the solitary typewriter and 
wouldn’t let me anywhere near 
it. He looked after the borough 
of Greenwich and seemed to be 
besotted by Mary Gollogly, a 22- 
year-old red-headed Greenwich 
alderman (no kidding), who just 
happened to be the daughter of 
the mayor of Greenwich. 

Jimmy liked covering 
Greenwich court because it 
produced lots of Deptford 
stories, out of our area but a 
lucrative source of lineage. He 
was the best man at my 
wedding in 1953. Jimmy would 
scoff at my ambition to get 
experience on bigger papers. 



“The quickest way to Fleet 
Street is by the 8.30 train from 
Woolwich Arsenal station,” he 
would say. And, sure enough, he 
made it in one hop, from the K.I. 
to Fleet Street as an 
entertainment writer, a job he 
did for several years. 

My first role was as Erith 
borough reporter, a job that 
nobody else wanted. When 
Jimmy took off, I succeeded 
him at Greenwich and was 
replaced by an unfriendly 
young fellow named David 
Jack, from the Surrey Comet. 
Woolwich in those days was a 
vibrant, live place, full of 
characters. I can still hear the 
squealing sound of the double- 
decker trams negotiating 
Beresford Square. The fish 
market and the live-eel shop 
around the corner were well 
frequented and I have never 
seen so many pubs in such a 
small area. 

At lunch time we would go for a 
walk, sometimes to the 
churchyard where Tom Cribb, 
the famous bare-knuckle 
fighter, was buried. The 
Woolwich Empire theatre 
would put on shows with names 
like £ No Nudes is Bad News’ and 
£ We Never Clothed’, very 
popular with the Royal 
Artillery conscripts. 

I remember George Glazebrook 
as a production man with lots of 
imagination and energy, always 
organising something and 
producing a company journal. I 
think he organised the 
Wayzegoose to Hastings which 
Charlie King recalled in GT, and 
which I enjoyed. 

From the K.I. I went to 
newspapers in Cambridge, 
Leicester, Manchester and Fleet 
Street, ending up at Weekend 
magazine as deputy editor. 
Then, in 1964, to Sydney, 
Australia, where I now live. 
While at the K.I. my home was 
in Well Hall Road, Eltham, 
opposite the Pleasaunce and 
next to the Royal Arsenal Co- 
operative Society stores. I lived 
there with my parents and 
brother during the war years. 

It all happened more than 60 
years ago but I remember it as if 
it was yesterday.

Packaging is a third of street trash 



FAST food packaging 
accounts for more than a 
third of litter in Woolwich 
town centre. 

Wrappers, cartons, paper 
bags and plastic straws formed 
most of the litter found in the 
high street during a survey by 
Keep Britain Tidy - the 
national environmental 
charity. 

Keep Britain Tidy surveyors 
surveyed 20 towns and cities 
on November 16 last year. The 
anti-litter charity found that 
most were blighted by food 
related litter including burger, 
pie and pastry wrappers, along 
with cans, bottles, coffee cups 
and wrappers from chewing 
gum and chocolate. 

When surveyors categorised 
the food litter by brand they 


found 14 per cent of it came 
from burger chain McDonald’s 
with eight per cent coming 
from pie and pastry outlet 
Greggs and eight per cent from 
chewing gum manufacturer 
Wrigley. 

The results for Woolwich 
town centre show that 34 per 
cent of the litter came from 
fast food outlets while drinks 
litter accounted for 22 per cent 
of the rubbish on the streets 
with 14 per cent smoking 
related. 

Keep Britain Tidy chief 
executive Phil Barton said: 
“Traders, manufacturers and 
big brands have an essential 


role to play in encouraging 
customers to do the right thing 
and use a bin. During 2009 
Keep Britain Tidy has been 
working with Greggs to tackle 
fast food litter and has been 
impressed with the company’s 
drive and determination to 
make a difference. We know 
that others, including 
McDonald’s and Wrigley are 
also taking action but much 
more needs to be done by all 
companies whose packaging 
and wrapping contributes to 
the problem. Keep Britain Tidy 
is reminding people to use bins 
and also calling for action by 
fast food and confectionery 


industry as a whole.” 

Dropping litter in Greenwich 
is an offence which can lead to 
an on-the-spot £80 fine. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet 
member for neighbourhood 
services, said: “Like Keep 
Britain Tidy, the council is 
urging people to respect their 
towns and cities and use a bin 
for their fast food, 
confectionery, or cigarette litter. 
People need to take pride in 
where they live and stop 
treating the streets like a 
dumping ground. Not only does 
litter look unsightly, it is a 
massive problem that costs the 
taxpayer £780m-a-year to clean- 
up. Fast food litter encourages 
rats and litter also creates a 
feeling of neglect.”

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From milk round to Olympics

MY affinity with the borough 
of Greenwich goes back a 
long way - 1 was born in 
Plumstead in the late 50s and 
I went to Conway Primary in 
Gallosson Road (where I now 
have the honour of being a 
school governor) and then to 
Shooters Hill Grammar 
School in Red Lion Lane, 
Woolwich. 

I have very fond memories of my 
childhood and I was extremely 
fortunate to live in a road that 
had Plumstead Common at one 
end of it and Winn Common just 
a few minutes walk away. 

My early memories of Plumstead 
are of a quiet, almost country 
town with small shops owned by 
people who knew the names of 
all their customers. 

It was dominated by Beasley’s 
Brewery, where several of my 
relatives used to work, including 
an old uncle who became the 
night watchman, and I 
remember popping in to see him 
from time to time with my Dad. 

I still remember the evocative 
sight of the magnificent dray 
horses leaving through the main 
gates in Lakedale Road. Sadly, all 
that’s left to mark the fact that 
Beasley’s Brewery was in 
Plumstead is the road named 
after it - Brewery Road. 

The other big employer was the 
United Dairies depot that I got to 
know very well as my first ever 
job was as a milk boy, helping yet 
another of my uncles on his 
weekend round. 

The main shopping area was 
Woolwich, with its colourful 
market and shops such as 
Garratt’s and Cuffs in Powis 


Street, where all the school 
uniforms were bought and which 
surely were the models for the 
iconic 70’s sitcom ‘Are You Being 
Served?’. The Royal Arsenal, 
with its imposing wall, was 
always a place of mystery to the 
locals. 

On leaving school I joined the 
Midland Bank in Wellington 
Street, Woolwich. My manager, 
Norman Geary used to come to 
work in a bowler hat and he 
always carried a rolled umbrella, 
the quintessential ‘Captain 
Mainwaring’ type. 

Although I enjoyed playing 
rugby for five years at Shooters 
Hill, my over-riding passion was 
football - both playing it on 
Sunday mornings and of course, 
watching my team, Charlton 


Athletic, at The Valley. My 
heroes included Eddie Firmani, 
Keith Peacock, Charlie Wright 
and of course Derek Hales. If 
someone had told me that I 
would become friends with them 
all and in the case of Hales and 
Peacock actually play with them 
for the Charlton Athletic 
Veterans Team, I would never 
have believed them. 

I was at The Valley that fateful 
day when the club clumsily and 
insensitively informed us of its 
intention to move the club to 
Selhurst Park - it seemed like the 
end of the world. Ironically, just 
a couple of years later I found 
myself heading to Selhurst Park 
on a daily basis as the club’s new 
commercial manager, a position I 
held for three years before 


moving to The Football League. 
After nine years at the League 
and one season at Swindon 
Town, I returned to Charlton 
Athletic in 2000 to support chief 
executive Peter Varney. It was an 
amazing time for the club as we 
won promotion to the Premier 
League and stayed there for 
some seven years. Sadly, two 
relegations in three seasons saw 
me leave at the end of the 2008/09 
season to embark on a new 
career as a freelance sports 
marketing consultant. 

Greenwich is still playing a big 
part in my life as I am working 
closely with the Charlton 
Athletic Community Trust, 
Greenwich Council and 
Greenwich Police as co-chairman 
of our award-winning ‘Street 


Violence Ruins Lives’ 
programme, a project held up as 
a model to combat social ills. 
However, as a Plumstead boy, 
one of the most rewarding 
aspects of my freelance work 
now is helping council officers 
develop the ‘Destination 
Greenwich’ programme and to 
attract commercial partners to 
support the council’s aims and 
objectives in the lead-up to the 
2012 Olympics when some 30 per 
cent of the events will be held in 
the borough. 

I also have the honour of being a 
trustee of Greenwich Council’s 
‘Starting Blocks’ charity which 
was established to identify and 
financially support talented 
young Greenwich-based athletes 
to help them to achieve their 
dream of representing Team GB 
in 2012. 

This is an exciting time for 
Greenwich. Growing up playing 
football on Winn Common, using 
“jumpers for goalposts”, the 
Olympics was something that 
happened in far-off lands such as 
Tokyo - and which we watched 
on grainy black-and-white 
televisions. We would never have 
believed back then that the 
Olympics would one day be 
staged in Greenwich and 
Woolwich. 

I am very proud of my home 
borough and I consider myself 
fortunate that I have been able to 
play a role in helping its most 
iconic sporting entity, Charlton 
Athletic, rise from those dark 
days at Selhurst Park to become 
a successful and respected club 
and one that is recognised across 
the world for the excellence of its 
work in the community. 

My challenge now though is to 
help the borough in any way that 
I can to maximise the 
opportunities that the Olympics 
will bring to the area. It’s been 
an interesting journey so far but 
I am excited about Greenwich’s 
future - “from a milk-round to 
the Olympics” - now that’s what 
I call a book title!

Schwarzenegger lookalike 
who would make me feel 
inadequate, but it turned out 
to be quite the opposite. 

I was greeted by a warm and 
enthusiastic advisor who gave 
me a demonstration of the 
equipment and devised a 
personalised workout plan for 
me; a “to-do” list for each of 
my gym visits. 

This is brilliant for someone 
like me, who gets bored at the 
drop of hat. My plan was 
based around the concept of 
interval training. I do ten 
minutes on each activity to 
mix up the intensity of my 
workout. This is said to 


maximise fat burning 
potential. 

My first session consisted of 
using the cross trainer, rowing 
machine and top cross trainer 
as well as light weight work 
for the chest, arms and legs 
and some excercise bah work. 

I walked away feeling awake 
and refreshed. I never thought 
I’d say this, but I think I’m 
definitely a gym convert - even 
if I did ache the day after! 

As I approached the Eltham 
Centre reception desk, I 
couldn’t believe what I was 
about to say. I built up my 
courage and squeezed out the 
words: “I’d like to go to the 


line dancing class please...” 
That was it, I’d said it. There 
was no turning back now. 
What was I thinking of? 

Seeing my fear, one of the 
ladies in the class started to 
chat to me and told me that, 
despite having been going 
there for a while, even she 
hadn’t picked it ah up yet. 
That gave me some hope; 
maybe I could do this? 90 
minutes of cross steps, side 
shuffles and handclaps later 
and I was a bone fide Kenny 
Rogers! Well, I was if you 
discount the fact that I was 
out of step for most of the 
session! 

Yet it didn’t matter - 1 just had 
a good giggle at my own 
expense and carried on. If you 
have a good sense of humour 
it’s ideal for you. It’s not a 
heavy workout but it 
definitely gets you moving! 
The best part was the women 
themselves. They were very 
chatty and welcoming and of 
mixed ability, which makes it 
easier for new people to join 
in. They amazed me with their 
determination to get it right 
and their passion for the 
dance. They put me to shame! 
When I discovered that I had 
lost 11 lbs in my first 
fortnight, I was of course 
overjoyed. 

However, the risk with speedy 
weight loss is that it will all 
pile back on again once the 
diet ends. This is a long-term 
plan for me; I want to change 
my body shape for good. The 
last thing I want to do is slide 
back into telly tubby territory 
again once the diet is over! 

So from now on I’m going to 
increase my daily calorie 
intake from 1400 to around 
1700, and aim for a more 
healthy and sustainable 
weekly loss of l-21bs.

Council targets tenants in 


THIRTY -SEVEN households were 
evicted from their council homes last 
year for failing to pay their rent. 

And another 296 were facing 
Possession Orders, putting them at risk 
of losing their homes after Greenwich 
Council took action against them for 
rent arrears. 

Now the council is warning other 
tenants who fail to pay their rent and 
urging others who are having 
difficulties to get in touch. 

It’s part of the continuing crackdown 
on rent arrears particularly relevant at 


this time of year when many tenants 
fail to pay their rent as they try to deal 
with the costs of Christmas. 

Tenants facing difficulties should 
initially talk to their Income Officer of 
which there are 27 covering the 
borough. 

The borough also has two benefit 
outreach workers who can assess 
tenants’ entitlement to any benefits at 
an early stage and help people to claim 
them. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for neighbourhood 


rent arrears 

services, said: “The message to all 
tenants is ‘If you can pay your rent you 
must and if you can’t you must talk to 
us’.” 

And she stressed: “The consequences of 
getting into rent arrears are serious - 
the council will use all legal means to 
recover rent arrears and failure to deal 
with your rent arrears could result in 
eviction. 

“If you are evicted the council will not 
normally rehouse you and you may 
have trouble getting credits such as 
loans and hire purchase or mortgages.”

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Free healthcare services 
at your local pharmacy 


YOUR local pharmacy is 
there to help! 

If something is bothering 
you, pop in and ask them 
about it. It might save you 
making a GP’s appointment. 

Furthermore, if you don’t 
pay for your prescriptions, 
you may be eligible for 
certain free treatments at 
participating pharmacies. 

In many cases, Greenwich 
residents and people 
registered with a Greenwich 
GP can also get vouchers for 
certain medications so they 
don’t need to go to their 
doctor’s surgery every time. 

Did you know? 

•ANYONE 

eligible for the vouchers 
aged between 40 and 70 can 
get a free £ MOT test’ from 
accredited pharmacists. 
The service includes a 
cholesterol test and blood 
sugar level test. However, 
you must not be taking 
medication for any heart 
condition. 

• LOCALS 

eligible for the vouchers 
who don’t pay for 
prescriptions can get free 
selected medication to 
treat coughs and colds, 
seasonal allergies, minor 
sprains, thrush, 

headaches, and other 
minor conditions from 
participating pharmacies. 

• SEASONAL FLU 

and Pandemic swine flu 
vaccinations are 

available free to all over 
65-year-olds resident in 
Greenwich or registered with 
a Greenwich GP. This service 
is also available for any 
patient falling within the ‘at 
risk’ group which is listed as 
eligible for the vouchers. 

• YOU CAN GIVE UP 
smoking with the help of your 
pharmacist. If you live in the 
borough or you’re registered 
with a Greenwich GP, 
pharmacists in the scheme 
can supply selected products 
over 12 weeks. The service is 



free for patients who do 

not normally pay for 

prescriptions. 

• TWO 

-year-olds and over who would 
be eligible for medication- 
vouchers can get free 
treatment for bacterial 
conjunctivitis from any 
pharmacy that participates in 
providing this service. 

• ANYONE 

aged between 14 and 24, 
whether living in the borough 


or not, who has tested positive 
for chlamydia can get free 
treatment through the 
voucher scheme. Free 
treatment is also available for 
their partners. 

• ANYONE 

aged 14 to 20 can get free 
emergency contraception 
within 72 hours of

A TOTAL of nine ‘Friends of 
Parks’ groups organised 
14 events across the 
borough between late 
May and the end of 
August - and they attracted an 
estimated 9,000 people. 

The new kind of community 
festival of music, arts and fun was 
made possible through a £32,000 
grant from Greenwich Council’s 
Cultural Olympiad Fund. 

However, the volunteers of 
Greenwich Parks Forum have 
calculated it would have cost over 
£50,000 more - if people hadn’t given 
their time and talents for free. Kate 
Powling, joint project manager with 
Terry Powley, the Parks Forum 
chair, told GT: “We distributed 


worksheets to the volunteers, 
asking them to record the hours 
they spent on everything - from 
emails, phone calls and letter- 
writing up to and including the 
event itself. Some events took 
between 200 and 300 hours of effort - 
adding up to a combined effort of 
2,642 hours!” 

Where possible, organisers used 
local performers and artists. They 
got support from local “Safer 
Neighbourhoods” police teams, and 
from local businesses and schools. 

Banners came from a firm in Royal 
Hill, Greenwich, and two big 
marquees came from a company in 
Eltham. 

Kate said: “Each group that took 
part said afterwards they learned 
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from the experience and gained 
confidence, expertise and contacts.” 

Her own “Friends” group at East 
Greenwich Pleasaunce, Chevening 
Road, staged an “arty picnic in the 
Pleasaunce” in the first week of 
June. 

Shrewsbury Park “Friends”, off 
Shooters Hill, teamed up with 
Plumcroft Primary and Charlton 
School in Charlton Park Road to 
stage a party in the park on a Friday 
in mid-July. 

There were “Sounds in the Park” 
at Twinkle Park, on the 
Deptford/Greenwich borders, also in 
mid-July, while Eltham Park South 
staged a little series of concerts. 

Weather was generally good - 
although skies were overcast for the 


“Plumstead Live!” music festival on 
Winn’s Common, Plumstead, 
towards the end of July. 

Cllr John Fahy, Greenwich 
Council’s cabinet member for 
Culture and the Olympics, told GT: 
“Create09, the first festval of its 
kind in this borough, was 
enormously successful - and beyond 
all our expectations.” 

He added: “I am amazed at the 
number of volunteers who are now 
engaged in supporting the festival - 
and our parks in general. 

“I want to say a big ‘thank you’ to 
the organisers for their enthusiasm 
and pride in bringing our parks 
alive during last summer. 

“We are looking forward to an 
exciting programme in 2010.”

Picture perfect 


An exhibition of 
photographs 
showcasing the 
serenity and 
beauty of the 
natural world 
goes on display 
in Greenwich 

THE splendour of the natural 
world in all its glory is the 
subject of a photographic 
exhibition that hits Greenwich 
next week. 

Tina Stallard has seen her 
work grace the front cover of 
the Sunday Times magazine, 
but now she is framing up 
images from a completely 
different angle. 

“A lot of my work is 
documentary photo- 
journalism, so this is a lot 
different to that,” the 
photographer explained. 

“That side of it is about 
explaining the world, and 
explaining people, whereas 
this is much more about 
allowing people to find their 
own space to experience a kind 
of calm - that’s what I hope.” 
And it’s for good reason that 
the exhibition, on at the 
Greenwich Theatre bar, is 
entitled Seen. 

Tina told Scene: 

“The exhibition is called Seen 
because it is about seeing and 
not looking, so I’m trying to be 
very much in the present and 
not to pre-judge. It’s very easy 
to take holiday snaps or 
postcard pictures, but this is a 
way of appreciating the world 
in a different way.” 

Indeed, the depth of texture 
within the 11 prints on display 
couldn’t be more different from 
summer weekends; 
documented loved ones on the 
beaches of Brighton or 
Southend-on-Sea. 

On at the theatre on Crooms 
Hill until April, the 3ft images 
include close-ups of the boiling 
sea; the poise of a rusted 
barbed wire fence against a 
green field, and the trail left by 
a solitary flamingo as it sifts 
the shallow waters for its next 
meal. 

The powerful stills were 
captured on a globetrotting 




odyssey to shoot the most 
captivating and unusual 
angles of apparently familiar 
vistas. 

“The pictures were taken over 
three continents, Europe, 
Africa and in South America, 
on the Galapagos Islands,”

Stallard added. “They’re not so 
much about the locations, they 
are much more an impression 
of the sense of spaciousness 
and the light - they are not a 
kind of National Geographic 
picture.” 

There is a staggering amount 


of contrast within the works, 
and an innate and intuitive 
care in the composure of every 
photograph. 

“Framing up the right image 
can happen unconsciously, 
although obviously I have good 
days and bad days,” said Tina, 
who grew up in Nepal and has 
lived in Greenwich for 26 years. 
With no people in the pictures, 
and less obvious focal points, 
pictures like the ones Tina has 
put together for Seen are tricky 
to get right. 

“Finding the ‘right’ picture is a 
very strong feeling,” she 
admitted - “I can’t make it 
happen, but when it does, it is 
very powerful.” 

Many photographers who 
purport to take interesting 
ambient shots fail to capture 
the essence of the subject with 
the grace of Stallard’s work. 
There’s a lonely quality to 
much of the collection, a 
feeling of serenity and calm. 
The artist concurred. “For me 
they create a sense of space 
and they are sort of 
meditations. They open up my 
awareness and my 
consciousness, they take me to 
a different kind of awareness.”

We’ll visit the lovely 
parks around Charlton with their 
animals and views over the City before 
the Thames Path takes us to the 
immense industrial achievements in 
Woolwich. The Thames Barrier 
represents the 20th century followed by 
a possibly unrepeatable visit, and the 
first for 96 years, inside the cathedral- 
like 1 9th century factory buildings of 
the Royal Arsenal.’’

return with a

their 2006 number one album 
Liberation Transmission. 

The Betrayed has been three 
years in the making, with the 
band opting to handle 
production and recording 
duties themselves, with 
bassist Stuart Richardson at 
the helm. 

Beginning with their very 
first recording, the 1997 EP 
Here Comes The Party, the 
Welsh ensemble ushered in a 
new era of hard rock in the 
UK. Inspired by 90s 


alternative rock, new wave 
and hip-hop as much as 
metal and hardcore punk, 
the boys from the valleys 
brought a sense of anthemic 
grandiosity and cocky charm 
to their take on loud, heavy 
rock music. 

With their next offering, 
Liberation Transmission, the 
band further indulged their 
love for more traditional pop 
sounds, resulting in the most 
accessible and commercially 
successful album of their 
career. 

However, the Prophets have 
now gone back to basics with 
their fourth album: The 
Betrayed is darker in tone 
than previous efforts, and is 


their least pop-oriented 
release to date. 

Granted, the record may not 
be as immediately accessible 
as more recent efforts, but it 
has far greater depth. Plenty 
of the material here recalls 
the band’s earliest days as a 
hardcore punk act, shedding 
the emo/pop-punk style for 
which they became more 
widely known. 

The album will no doubt 
keep the old fans happy too, 
and is peppered with flashes 
of a commercial, rawer, 
sound. 

But as well as pleasing 
current fans with its 
insistence on not selling out 
to the nth degree, The 


Betrayed is also sure to win 
over hordes of new 
supporters, with its 
infectious blend of rock 
mixed in with a generous 
dollop of pop sensibility. 

The best tracks on the album 
are lead single, Where We 
Belong and Darkest Blue, 
which demonstrate that - 
despite rumours of their 
imminent demise, the band is 
far from stagnant and is, in 
fact, moving in a new 
direction.

Living in Cloud 
Computer-land 

WHEN it comes to technology, 

| 2009 was the year of social 
networking with Facebook and 
Twitter dominating the 
mainstream media and the lives of 
millions. 

And this has led to the explosive growth 
of ‘cloud computing’, the phenomena of 
2010 which utilises data stored 
remotely, rather than on the computer 
in your house. 

Cloud computing has already enjoyed 
success, with Spotify the most popular 
example currently in use. The advantage 
of the system is that users needn’t 
waste hard drive space, allowing you to 
stream music directly from the 
programme’s ‘cloud’ to your computer 
— basically a cloud based iTunes which 
is free. 

Back in the office, Google Docs is a 
service which is catching on in a big way, 
as it can be used to write anything and 
offers the advantage of instantly being 
able to share and collaborate on 
documents, spreadsheets, and 
presentations. And because they’re 
already stored in the cloud’s memory, 
there is no need to upload your changes. 
2010 looks like it will hold even more 
cloud based awesome-ness, and 
towards the end of last year Google 
unveiled a new operating system called 
Chrome OS (Operating System), which 
will store the majority of user files and 
applications on the cloud. 

To put this into context, on the most 
common operating systems - Windows 
on PCs and OS X for Macs - web 
browsers like Firefox, Internet Explorer 
and Safari are used to navigate the 
internet. Google’s Chrome OS is 
effectively a web browser pretending to 
be an operating system, allowing quick 
access to services such as Google Mail, 
Yahoo Mail, YouTube, Flickr, Facebook 
and Twitter.

Season ticket freeze 
for Addicks’ loyal fans 


THE winter weather has 
already made an impact at The 
Valley -and now Charlton fans 
can take advantage of another 
big freeze as the club 
announces its season-ticket 
plans for 201 0/11. 

Prices for the next campaign 
are being frozen at current 
rates until March 31, 
regardless of whether the team 
wins promotion backtothe 
Championship later in the 
spring. What’s more, up to 500 
supporters can put increases 
on ice until 201 5 by signing up 
for a five-year season ticket 
based on five times the League 
One prices. 

Charlton pic chairman Richard 
Murray explained: “It’s a 
measure of the loyalty of 
Charlton supporters that we 
have retained nearly 1 0,500 


season-ticket holders in very 
difficult circumstances, and the 
board is very grateful for that 
support. We are still seeking 
external investment, but the 
club now needs to plan its 
finances for next year and we 
may not know what division we 
will be playing in until May, so 
getting season-ticket revenue 
in early is important to us.’’ 
Season tickets will initially go 
on sale at 2009/1 0 prices from 
early February until the end of 
March. If promotion is secured, 
adult and senior/U21 prices 
will then rise to at least the 
2008/09 Championship rates 
and, in the case of the lower 
north stand, by at least the 
equivalent margin of £50 for 
adults and £30 for 
seniors/U21s. No decision has 
been made regarding U18s.

THE old home ground looked the 
same as we stepped down Charlton 
Church Lane. And there to greet 
us, to enormous local relief, was 
not only a relatively unchanged 
Charlton team but one in fact 
strengthened hy the return of 
right hack Frazer Richardson. 

Perhaps unsettling rumours of 
approaches for Jose Semedo and Nicky 
Bailey, like those of Mark Twain's 
death, had been greatly exaggerated? 
Roll on February 1st when we can close 
the transfer window and tell the 
predators to use the door on their way 
out. 

Also waiting at the bottom of the 
storied old hill was not only the usual 
stunning view but Hartlepool United's 
team bus. Hapless 5-0 losers to MK 
Dons just three days previously, did 
they plan to park it in front of their 
penalty area? You could hardly have 
blamed them but these Frozen 
Northerners had other ideas. They had 
no intention of providing easy meat. 
Had they emerged from their dressing 
room dressed as life-sized banana skins 
(if you haven't seen Woody Allen's 
early classic "Sleeper", maybe you 
should stay in more), they couldn't 
have made more treacherous 
stumbling blocks. 

Not that Pools were negative. Far 
from it. They were, in fact, bright, 
determined and true to sound 
footballing principles. They kept the 


ball on the deck with more dedication 
than their hosts and probably did 
enough to earn a point. But they had 
little punch up front and their cause 
was hardly helped by falling behind 
after a half hour of relative comfort. 

The Addicks were misfiring badly, the 
crowd was shifting restlessly and apart 
from the header sent narrowly over the 
bar by Jonjo Shelvey from Lloyd Sam's 
cross, keeper Scott Flinders had been 
unemployed.

Hartlepool responded with spirit but 
missed their best chance almost 
immediately. Wide man Colin Larkin 
made the running on the right and 
picked out club stalwart Richie 
Humphrey with an astute cutback. 
Fron 12 yards, the experienced 
midfielder's tame first time shot was 
directed straight at Rob Elliot. "It came 
on his wrong foot", was Pools' boss 
Chris Turner's rueful explanation. 
During literally hundreds of games, 
Humphries might reasonably be 
expected to have improved his weaker 
peg but there you go. 

The visitors, meanwhile, were being 
expertly led by Irishman Denis Behan, 
whose hold-up play allowed supporting 
colleagues time to join him with the 
aim of outflanking Charlton's resolute 
defence.
